Please find enclosed the paper work in reference to the above named 
individual. Between 1 and 2 p. eh, on Wednesday December 7, Scott Brady, 
District Executive; Hon. George S. Kepner Jr., Council President, and 
myself personally delivered the letter of separation to Mr. Dunnigan. 

Mr. Dunnigan seemed to be very depressed and stated that he was thinking 
about calling us. He further stated that he was being accused of something 
he did not do. I explained to him that the letter separating him from 
the Boy Scouts of America and returning his fee was necessary because of 
alleged accusations against him, and he stated he understood. I indicated 
that I was sorry that this needed to be done and wished him luck, as in 
the past he has been a very, very dedicated volunteer. 

I have been informed that Mr. Dunnigan's court appearance will be on the 
12th. Hopefully, as this was an alleged act of an individual in a 
private home, and not in connection with a Scouting activity, this may 
not be picked up by newspapers, but if it is, I think I am prepared. 
I think it is well to note that the reason Mr. Dunnigan was in the Ballard 
home was to deliver a form needing the Pack Chairperson's signature to move 
their meeting place. 

I have been in contact with Public Relations Division and have talked to 
Deborah Duhs Secretary and have authorized counseling for the daughter. 
The mother seemed to be pleased and was quite talkative and jovial as far 
as I was concerned.
